Farrell Makes Bomb Before No Other Publication in Europe 
Detectives’ Eyes to Show Has Intelligenceon Present 
Methods Used by Him Condition of fortress 


New Tork. Fob. 4.—John Paul Farrell, 
a janitor, ronfcMad to-day that he sent 
to Bernard Herrera last Sunday the 
bomb which resulted in the death of 
Mrs. Herrera and Herlou* Injury to her 
husband and Misa Fughtman, n 
boarder. Then Farrell astonished the 
police by calmly reciting that he sent 
tho bomb which killed Mis* Helen Tay¬ 
lor, a year ago. adding that MIm Tay¬ 
lor was his daughter. Next Farrell 
solved the mystery surrounding the 
(sending of a bomb last year to Judge 
Otto Rosalsky. Finally he explained 
the death of "Kid" Walker, slain in 
U 188 , He slew Mlstt Taylor, he said, be¬ 
cause she was his daughter, and "Kid" 
Walker wan killed, he declared, by a 
man named Lent range because Walker 
hod caused Miss Taylor* d**wnfoil. 
The attempt on Judge Rosalsky's life, 
he ft (Med. was made because the Judge 
had sentenced a criminal, unnamed, to 
twenty years* Imprisonment. The 
bomb was sent to the Judge by a man 
know*n to Farrell only as "Tony.” 

Herrera's life was sought, Farrell 
Ba,4. because Herrera said he would 
discharge him as janitor. Farrell was 
employed at the apartment house 
where Herrera la saperlntendesit. 

Before the astonished detectives, the 
maker of deadly bombs constructed a 
dummy infernal machine, explained 
how ha made It. what he put Into It. 
how it operated and what damage 
would be to the person who should open 
It. The Taylor and Rosalsky bom tut. 
he said, were entrusted to the malls. 

In the case of Herrera. Farrell said 
ha had crept upstairs whan Herrera 
was away and had placed the bomb 
wrapped In a pasteboard box. on the 
landing outside his jfoor. He Insisted, 
however, that he Intended to scare the 
family. 

Arrested yesterday as "material wit¬ 
ness," Farrell confessed only after an 
all-night grilling. He held out till 
dawn. Then the detectives sent for 
Deputy Police Commissioner Dougherty 
and the prisoner wont over with him 
what he had told the others. The con¬ 
struction of the dummy bomb followed. 


London. Feb. 4.—The latest report 
from the Balkan peninsula, coming 
through newspaper sources. Is the fall 
of Scutari, the Turkish fortress on the 
opposite ‘side of the peninsula from 
Adrianople. The report Is published in 
a Dutch newspaper .and was sent by 
the paper's own correspondent from 
the front. It Is reported as authentic. 

There Is, however, no official con¬ 
firmation of the fall of Scutari, and as 
oewepaper ^^respondents were re¬ 
ported yesterday as being forbidden 
within many miles of the hostilities, 
the belief remains that the statement 
published inay be duo to rumor only, 
and may have no foundation In fact. 
Authentic news regarding the poaition 
,of Scutari Is awaited with great eager- 
nese, as Its fall would be a strong fac- 
tor In disheartening the Turks, and 
would act towards bringing the war to 
an end. 

The assault on Scutari Is being made 
by the Montenegrin forces with King 
Nicholas, of Montenegro, personally 
directing the attack. The Montenegrlr 
troops are lined around the walls of 
th© fortress holding U In a state of 
wife. The King of Montenegro took 
personal charge of the forces outside 
the walls immediately tt was learned 
on the peninsula that the peace nego¬ 
tiations at London and Constantinople 
would prove abortive. 

No other newspaper In Europe has 
received the Intelligence published by 
the Dutch paper. 

TCHATAUA IS STRONG 
IN BOTH HEALTH AND 
SUPPLIES FOR SIEGE 


London. Feb. 4.—The situation at the 
fort of TehatalJj^h^a improved, accord¬ 
ing to reports thfTtre due to informa¬ 
tion obtained at first hand during the 
time of the armistice. The frightful 
conditions of sickness among the sold¬ 
iers in the fort, and the handicap the 
force was under through lack of arms 
are removed in pert. The defenders 
have been able during the time of the 
armistice to recuperate In health and 
the prevailing sickness there when the 
peace negotiations commenced has now 
diminished very considerably. 

The Tchatalja forts are a very pow¬ 
erful combination, and when well man¬ 
ned offer an opposition that will be 
worthy of the best tactics and attack 
of the Invaders. Prior t o Ihe-eeeump- 
tton of the flitht large quantities of 
supplies wets hurried I nside the U nss 
so that the defending army would be 
prepared for a long and heavy siege. 

Fresh troops in large numbers now 
man the string of forts, and with the 
other conditions Improved Tchatalja la 
thought tn a position to offer powerful 
resistance. 

Tho great drawback under which the 
Turks are suffering are the political 
quarrels among the Ottoman officers, 
which must tend to undermine the effi¬ 
ciency of the army.

WARSHIPS GATHERED 
IN THE DARDANELLES 
AND IN BESH1KA BAY 


London. Feb. a 4.—When It became 
plain that a resumption of the hostili¬ 
ties In the Balkan peninsula would be 
certain the European power* concerted 
in sending warships to the Dardanelles 
as a ahow of strength of the Europaan 
powers, It was at the time thought, 
and also for the purpose of protecting 
the people of other nations tn the vicin¬ 
ity. British. German and United States 
ships arrived before the present hos¬ 
tilities broke out last night, and to-day 
the British and the Oerman ships took 
up position inside the Dardanelles. 
They ore now anchored there for the 
protection of the British and German 
residents In Constantinople. 

Other nations have not been idle In 
taking active steps for the protection 
of tifir interests, and a fleet of war¬ 
ships is now anchored In Beehlka Bay 
ready for any emergency. 

TURKS REPULSE THE 
INVADING FORCE AT 
THE OPENING ATTACK 


Constantinople, Feb. 4.—The garrison 
of Adrianople es^lly repulsed attacks 
last night by the Bulgarians on the 
north and east fronts of the fortress, 
according to the official report Issued 
to-day. Although no serious fighting 
has occurred along the Tchatalja lines, 
the Bulgarians are not Idle. The vil¬ 
lage of Tchatalja, wnlch has hitherto 
marked the limit of the Bulgarian 
lines. Is In flame*. Its deetruotton was 
apparently decided ua to-day for tac¬ 
tical -reasons. 

An encounter between Bulgarian snl 
Turkish troops took place at Malatepe, 
hear Gallipoli, to-day. 

The consuls at Adrianople have re* 
quested the amb as s ado r s here to ar¬ 
range with the Bulgarians for permis¬ 
sion for 129 foreigners at Adrianople to 
paee through the Bulgarian ltnea If 
this arrangement cannot be made, the 
ambassadors win ash that ths Bulgar¬ 
ians respect that portion of Adrianople 
eat apart for foreign residents. 


London. Feb. 4.—A terrific bombard¬ 
ment of the forts around Adrianople 
was begun last evening by the Bul¬ 
garians and Servians surrounding the 
city to the number of over 100 , 000 . 
Almost at the moment of the conclusion 
of the armistice at 7 o'clock siege guus 
and field guns from various points 
commanding the fortress opened Are. 
Not even the residential portion of the 
city was spared. There Is considerable 
difference of opinion as to how long 
the fortresses will be abl? to hold out, 

one dispatch from Mnutnphn p««k* 
to-day, which reported that the heavy 
cannonade continued throughout the ■ 
night concluded with the prophecy 
made by the Bulgarian staff that two 
tveeks would suffice for the besiegers 
l to force the Turks to capitulate. Mili¬ 
tary men, however, who know some¬ 
thing about the several lines of forts 
which form the defence of Adrianople 
look for a prolonged defence. 

This opinion apparently prevails 
within Adrianople Itself. Otherwise tho 
foreign consuls there would not hava 
considered it necessary to ask their 
ambassadors to secure an escort for 
the foreign residents of the city who 
desire ‘ pass through the lines 
Shukri Pasha, fhe Turkish commander, 
who Is defending Adrianople, has de¬ 
clared that he will not surrender the 
fortress until the last of his soldiers 
has been killed.- 

While .there have been some deser¬ 
tions from the ranks of the garrison 
these have.been chiefly Christian sold- 
b'Ts serving with Turkish regiments 
Shukri Pasha still hAS some forty 
thoussn4 men. a number which Is con¬ 
sidered ^qulte efficient to man the forts 
and hold 'at bay the much greater be¬ 
sieging force. The Bulgarians nre 
said to have 850,000 men In the province 
of Thrace wrlth 45.000 Sen-Ian soldiers, 
and perhaps a few divisions of Greek* 
assisting them. The greater part of 
this force, however. Is compelled to re¬ 
main In front of Tchatalja and at Gal¬ 
lipoli In order to hold the Turkish 
armies concentrated at those places. 

It Is possible that the allies may at¬ 
tack both «»f theee positions. If they 
could clear Gallipoli of Turkish tr-wpa 
and attack the Dardanelles Straits this 
would give free_passag« to the Greek 
fleet, which they"would be able to rend¬ 
er some assistance at Tehat tljx. Off 
the other hand, the winter season is so 
unfavorable for offensive operations 
that the allies may decide to let the 
Turks make the first move from Tch¬ 
atalja. 

Sofia, Fsh 4.—Some quarters of Ad¬ 
rianople or* in flames as the result of 
bombardment by the Bulgarin ns and 
Servians, whloh eras resumed with 
more Intensity to-day. according Is 
advices received here from the front.

No. the fact la that the :attorney- 
general unbosomed himself with un¬ 
usual eloquence of a long explanation 
of the act respecting the use. or rather 
the misitee, of offensive weapons. Bo 
highly Imaginative ami blood curdling 
were his pleadings for the necessity of 
the art that the members really look¬ 
ed as If they saw before them the In¬ 
substantial dagger that beckoned 
Macbeth, or the sword of Damocles 
pendent from the ceiling of the cham¬ 
ber by but a single thread. 

The manner In which he dealt with 
a vast variety of weapon* would have 
been more befitting a king's armorer 
or the curator of a dime museum, than 
a cabinet minister. The names of bowl* 
knives, dirks, daggers, stlllettoe. metal 
knuckles, skull crackers, slungshot and 
a score of other weapons, whose names 
are not even Included In “the annals of 
crime.** tripped unhesitatingly from hi* 
lips. 

Must Have Permit. 

Tlie House sighed with pleasure as 
Hon. Mr. Bowser went on from this 
detail to describe the exact machina¬ 
tions of the hold-up man at his ne¬ 
farious work In the small hours. Hi 
painted with a broad l*rush and waa 
unsparing of the pigment. He pointed 
out the virtue and the logic of giving 
the police power to search suspects. 
If they were thought to have In their 
iHMaession any weapons of offence He 
did not. however, satisfactorily explain 
what a well-armed thug would be do¬ 
ing while a policeman went through 
his pockets. 

Magnlloquently the attorney-general 
pointed out that after 8 eptem»*er 1 
merchants will no longer be allowed to 
hand firearms over the counter to 
whom they will. If they do the machine 
of the law will lie set in motion and 
a large fine is the lowest standard of 
punishment. The act enforces the 
Shopkeeper to first have placed before 
him the official permit of the would- 
be buyer. He must. In addition, retain 
i record of all sales of weapons and 
report to the superintendent of the p>- 
lice both the date of-the sale and the 
name and address of the buyer. In 
this manner the government hopes ti 
facilitate the detection of crime and 
I bring the criminal to speedy retribu¬ 
tion. Hon. Mr. Howaer illustrated ho.-. 

I the weapon, found near the spot, would 
form a clue as the name of the ven¬ 
dor. and lead .thence until the penlten 
tlary a alls, or maybe the gallows 
LMimed upon th* criminal. 

Treatment Aliena. 

Probably the moat Important clause 
in the act. as Mr Howaer has amended • 
It. Is that which has reference to the 
treatment of aliens who have trans¬ 
gressed this law-. He sensibly pointed 
out that they were fonder of gun-play 
and dirk-handling m other countries 
than we in Canada, and when they 
I in migrated hither they natunCty 

brought their customs .with them. 
Hence the clause concerned w|tl\ the 
flmiiwg of weapons on foreigners: 

“If any of the weapons mentioned In 
the bill Is rnind upon a person bellev~l 
notjto he a native of Canada by the 
constable making tha search or by the 
justice of the peace or magistrate be¬

According tu the German press at the 
beginning of the yor this was to be j 
their Empire's year of tat*—The attack 
on the British Empire would appear to 
be timed for this year. Their aerialj 
fleet could cross the Intervening stretch 
of North Sea 2.0*0 feet beyond effective 
range of the gun* of the British navy— 
perhaps destroy It with their showers 
of bombs In passing—and then Ger¬ 
many would find an unprotected Can¬ 
ada helpless at Its feet, the ready-made 
colony they have been so long promis¬ 
ing themselves, for We have already 
wasted so much tlme,!n "consultation" 
that there is now no time for prepara¬ 
tion.

To the Editor: I note in your Issue 
I of Saturday’s Times an editorial quot¬ 
ing a German naval officer as saying 
that Britain hadn’t sufficient dock¬ 
yards, etc., to enable the proposed three 
Canadian Dreadnoughts being taken In 
hand for some time to come. Now. the 
following are the name* of the royal 
dockyards and private yards, with the 
number of building klips each have for 
completing -the largest battleships, 
namely: Portsmouth. 2; Davenport. 2; 
Pembroke. 1; Elswtck, 2; Barrow. S; 
Cammed. Laird. A Co.. S; Greenoch. 2; 
Jarrow. 2; Clyde BanK. T; Gov*it« t; 
Bcardmores, 2; Thames Iron Works. 2; 
total. 26. 

Now, as to the work actually in hand I 
In thofprlvate yards. I should wish to 
i point out that there I* no British 
Dreadnought on the slips at either j 
I Scolt’n, Greenock; I*alm*-r*. at Jarrow. j 
or Cammell Laird’s, and that the. Ajax I 
and Queen Mary, completing by the 
first two nutned. should be out of hand i 
by the early spring. Messrs. Vickers 
and Bcardmores are each building one ] 
British vessel, und the only Arm that ! 
can be said to be busy with the con¬ 
struction of British armored ships Is 
Messrs. John Brown, who are complet¬ 
ing the Australia und building the 
Tiger, while they have recently re¬ 
ceived an order for on* of the two 
contract built ships of the 1>12 naval 
programme. 

No British armored ship Is building 
at Elswtck. but here the Chilean battle¬ 
ships Almira rue. Cochrane and the 
Almlrante La tore are In hand, as well 
as the Brasilian battleship Rlo-de-Jan- 
elro, while one of the ships ordered by 
Turkey I* also on the stocks. 

There Is nothing exceptionally press¬ 
ing In the work to be put In hand for 
the fleet this year. 

If another ship be added lo the pro- 
mi *ed pr og ramme of ftve. tti r * ff ti m b e r 
of British battleships occupying the 
stocks for this year will be three of the 
1911 programme, four of last year's pro¬ 
gramme. and six new vessels In addi¬ 
tion to the Malay (gift Dreadnought >. 
making fourteen. 

Now. assuming that the usual pro¬ 
portion m allotted to the royal dock¬ 
yard*. ten w> uld he given to prlvih 
yards, thus having^ample slips enough 
vnrgnt to build twice the number of 
ships donated by Canada. 

I think fiUTOwnan critic's wish was 
fnihiT to the thought, especially when 
he say* we cannot have thocn ready 
In time—in time for what?

man of the electric light committee last 
year. 

Although the amendment as passed 
did not embrace th.- clause pressed for 
by the alderman. It was promised that 
addtttons might b* madeon recons Id - 
oration, and with that understanding 
the by-law passed through Its stages 
and will be reported to a future meet¬ 
ing.
